7. %Is there by any chance a William Lawton referred to in 
Thomas Lawton's transportation records? 

8. Are his parents or any of his siblings by any chance 


referred to in his transportation records? 


I of course realize that you can not possibly respond personally to 
the above questions. I simply want to indicate to you the type information 
I am interested in obtaining, to the extent that it is available.

I shall look forward to hearing from you when your time permits, and 
in the interim I am most grateful for any assistance you might be able to 


provide.
